The Alabama Baptist 
convention 
which opens here Tuesday, will bring 
together delegates representing 2250 
churches with 240,000 members. The 
state organization is a part of the 
Southern Baptist convention which 
has 25,000 local churches with approx­ 
imately 3,000,000 members. 
The work of the state organization 
has gone forward in all sections of 
Alabama at a rapid rate during the 
past year, while receipts of the gen 
eral board for the Southern conven­ 
tion are twice as large as ever before 
It having been voted by the South­ 
ern convention a year ago to launch a 
campaign for $75,000,000 in cash and 
five-year subscriptions for the furth­ 
erance of all the work of the denomi­ 
n ato r except that done locally, such 
a campaign was organized and suc­ 
cessfully completed within six months 
the sum of $90,600,000 having been 
subscribed within eight days’ time. Of 
this Alabama subscribed $4,500,000 
Within the five months following the 
cloae of the campaign more than $12,- 
000,000 in cash has been paid in on the 
subscriptions. 
The general work of the conyention 
is carried on through its Foreign Mis­ 
sion Board at Richmond, Va.; Home 
Mission Board at Atlanta, Ga.; Sun­ 
day 8chool Board at Nashville, Tcnn.; 
Board of Relief and Annuity at Dal­ 
las, Texas.; Education Board at Bir 
.Ala.; Woman’s Missionary 
Union at Baltimore, Md.; Laymen’* 
Missionary Movement at Knoxville 
Teun.; Commission on the Negro The­ 
ological Seminary at Nashville, Tenn.; 
and 
the 
seventeen 
state 
mission 
boards located in the several states 
co-operating with the convention. 
Missionaries Employed 
On ten great foreign fields Southern 
Baptists last year employed 400 Amer­ 
ican 
missionaries 
and 
800 
native 
workers. 
On these fields 482 mission 
schools and 11 hospitals are operated. 
The foreign missionary forces will be 
more than doubled during the next 
four years, due to the larger resources 
made available by the 
75 
Millior 
Campaign. 
The Home Mission Board is doing an 
extensive mission work in 
Panama 
and Cuba, and among the people of 
foreign birth, the Indians and the ne­ 
groes of the South, in the enlistment 
of 
backward 
congregations, 
aiding 
struggling churches in building houses 
of worship, in educating the mountain 
boys and girls, and in the work of 
evangelism in the great 
centers 
of 
population. 
In their organized ¿apacity the 26,- 
000 local Baptist churches 
of 
the 
South support the two largest theo 
logical seminaries in the world, one 
large Bible institute, and 140 other 
educational institutions ranging from 
the rural academy to the college and 
the university. Thirty-six of these in- 
tttitutions are established in the moun­ 
tainous districts of the South where a 
total of 6152 mountain boys and girls 
were enrolled this year. In the Bap­ 
tist educational system of the South a 
total of 20,000 students are enrolled 
and physical property to the value of 
$25,000,000 is owned by the denomina­ 
tion.

A bulletin issued by the Association says: 
For some time past the Association has 
realized the crying need of

for

great deal Has already been accomplished 
a long this lina. One of the greatest ob­ 
stacles has been the scarcity of nurses, and 
this obstacle still exists, but just at the 
in-esent tixhe it is reported that relief is in 
sight, to some extent at least,

nurses every day are realizing the great op­ 
portunity offered them in this work

The need of nurses in counties where

COTTON MARKET 
' 
The cotton market is the most unstable, sapri- 
cious, sensitive, deceptive and altogether unrea­ 
sonable institution, if such it may be properly 
called* in the world, says The Albany (Ga.) Herald. 
Physical conditions seem to have nothing 
whatever to do with its changes and upward and 
'downward fluctuations; or, if they do, they op­ 
erate contrarily, for the very conditions which 
cause the market to fall this week may, if we heed 
the market reports, cause it to rise next week— 
and vice versa. 
Here’s an instance in illustration: 
About ten 
days ago cotton took a tumble of about ten dol­ 
lars a bale, and the explanation sent out by the 
market experts was that the coat strike in Eng­ 
land was the cause. 
During the past week the 
market rallied somewhat and the staple had ad­ 
vanced to nearly where it was when the British 
coal strike scare hit it, but yesterday the news 
came that the coal strike had been settled, where­ 
upon the price of cotton dropped nearly five dol- 
JE pa bale. 
And so we see the British coal strike affect­ 
ing the cotton market in directly opposite or con­ 
tradictory ways—first the strike causing a ao- 
cline and then the settlement of the strike caus­ 
ing another decline. 
There appears to be no physical condition or 
fixed rule by which the course of the cotton mar­ 
ket can be reasonably calculated.—Montgomery 
Times.
